PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL MEETING HELD ON 4TH November, 1942. 
Professor P. A. Buxton, President, in the Chair. 
Present, 39 Fellows and 5 Visitors. 
The minutes of the meeting held on 7th October were confirmed and signed 
by the President. 


The Secretary read the names of the following new candidates for election :

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Report of the Council, 1942. 


The Society has completed its 109th year with no greater anxieties than are 
occasioned by the uncertainty of the times. 

Attendance at General Meetings, no doubt reflecting the less disturbing 
conditions of life in London due to the absence of enemy air raids, has shown a 
distinct improvement. Nine meetings were held during the year with an 
average attendance of 37 (29) Fellows and visitors at the first eight. The 
ninth meeting, held jointly with the Genetical Society, produced a record 
attendance of 102, a gratifying result which may cause the Council to consider 
the possibility of arranging further similar meetings in the future. 

In view of the small amount of work which the Library Committee have 
recently been called upon to perform, the Council decided as a war-time measure 
to unite the Publication and Library Committees for the time being. Much 
detailed work has been carried out by this joint Publication—Library Committee , 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. C. T. Gimingham, and by the Finance Committee 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. G. Fox-Wilson. The thanks of the Council 
are again due to those Fellows who have served on these Committees. 

’ The Library has continued to render service to Fellows during the year. 
Accessions have been few, except from within the British Empire and from 
America. The number of Fellows who have borrowed books from the Library 
has increased to 382 (348). (The numbers in brackets throughout the Report 
indicate the corresponding figures for the previous year.) The number of books 
borrowed was 641 (676). In addition 34 (12) books were lent to the National 
Central Library. With the continued absence of many libraries from London 
readers are still faced with difficulty in obtaining books they need, and it is a 
pleasure to be able to record that much assistance has been received from 
the Libraries of other scientific organisations. The Society’s desire to give 
reciprocal help is showing evidence of appreciation. A great part of the 
Library remains dispersed. During the year the only change in the location 
of any part concerns the books formerly in the care of Mr. J. Balfour-Browne 
at ‘Trefriw. These have been transferred to the University College of North 
Wales, Bangor, and are now in the care of Dr. I. Thomas. The Council takes this 
opportunity of thanking all those Fellows and others who have accepted custody 
of the Society’s books for their care of them, and also for keeping them available 
for loan to Fellows. This responsibility has been no sinecure. _ 

The standard of the Society’s publications has been maintained during the 
year and there is no falling off of papers offered to the Publication Committee. 
There is, however, some indication that the supply of short papers for the 
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Proceedings may diminish. The publication of the Transactions and Pro- 
ceedings is controlled by the supply of paper and the cost of printing, and it is 
only by careful economy and adjustment that the standard can be maintained. 
Fellows will have noticed that it became necessary during the year to provide 
an alternative to the stout wrappers heretofore issued with the Proceedings. 
So far this step has not been necessary in the case of the Transactions, but it has 
been found essential to revert to the old practice of issuing only two parts of this 
publication during the year. The volume for 1942 (Volume 92) contains 
7 papers, of which 2 deal with Hymenoptera, and | each with Lepidoptera, 
Odonata, Trichoptera, Coleoptera and Hemiptera. The volume consists of 
456 pages, and is illustrated by 1 coloured plate and 2 half-tone plates. Very 
welcome assistance was received through the Council of the Royal Society, 
who allocated £100 from the Parliamentary Grant and a further £100 from the 
Rockefeller Gift, both in aid of scientific publications, towards the costs of 
Dr. C. B. Williams’ paper, and the general costs of publication respectively. 
The Proceedings were continued in 3 series, as follows :— 


Series A. General Entomology. Volume 17, consists of 141 pages, containing 
34 papers. 

Series B. Taxonomic Entomology. Volume 11, consists of 187 pages, con- 
taiming 28 papers. 

Series C. Journal of Meetings. A part of Series C was distributed to each 
Fellow in advance of meetings, and a complete copy of the volume will be 
sent with the last part. 


As a result of the increased cost of production it became apparent that the 
prices charged for Series A and Series B required revision, and accordingly 
the subscription rate was increased from £1 4s. 0d. to £2 Os. Od., and the published 
price from £1 16s. 0d. to £2 8s. Od. 

No part of the Generic Names of British Insects was published during the year, 
but the Report on the Generic Names of the Hemiptera Heteroptera is about to 
go to press, and other papers are in active preparation. 

During the year the death of 1 Honorary Fellow, W. Schaus, and 6 (15) 
Fellows has been reported : A. Cuthbertson, G. O. Day, P. Greenwood, W. R. 8. 
Ladell, J. G. Myers, and O. Whittaker. 

The following 2 (10) have resigned: W. H. Evans and L. W. Newman. 

During the year 20 (17) Fellows have been elected, of whom 19 have fulfilled 
their obligations. 

At 31st December last the Society consisted of 10 Honorary Fellows, 7 
Special Life Fellows, and 679 Ordinary Fellows, a total of 696. In 1941, when 
consideration was given to those Fellows more than two years in arrear with 
their subscriptions, the Council decided that the operation of the Bye-Laws 
should be suspended for a period in order that steps might be taken to enable 
these Fellows to meet their obligations. To date 13 Fellows who would normally 
have been removed from the list remain on it, although in fact no subscription 
has been received from them for more than two years. Their number js in- 
cluded in the total of 696 given above. 

' In February the Society received as a bequest from the late Harry Eltring- 
ham a Leitz Binocular Microscope, complete with oil immersion and other 
objectives. The Council decided that the microscope should be available to 
Fellows and others engaged in entomological research upon certain conditions 
which were laiddown. The first request for the loan of the microscope was made 
by Mr. 8. R. Nutman for a period of six months in connection with research 
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work he was carrying out on behalf of the Agricultural Research Council at 
Rothamsted Experiment Station, and his request was granted. 

Professor Champion reported to the Council in the early part of the year that 
an attempt was to be made to transform a part of the New Forest into agri- 
cultural land, and fear was expressed that an adverse effect might result on the 
insect fauna. At the instance of the Society a strong committee was formed 
under the Chairmanship of Professor Champion, and including representatives 
of the following Societies: Linnean Society, Society for the Promotion of 
Nature Reserves, Ecological Society, British Trust for Ornithology, The 
British Ornithologists Union, Zoological Society and Royal Entomological Society. 
The Committee made friendly contact with the Hampshire War Agricultural 
Committee, with satisfactory results. It is with pleasure that the Council 
record their thanks to Professor Champion for his active assistance in ‘thus 
safeguarding the interests of entomologists in the New Forest. 

In July a request was made by the Ministry of Home Security for the 
services of the Registrar, and the Council agreed to release him for intelligence 
work in that department. In the event it has fortunately proved possible for 
the Registrar still to give some of his time to the Society’s affairs. 

The Society for the Bibliography of Natural History has continued to make 
use of the facilities granted it by resolution of Council in October 1936, and a 
request made by the International Commission on Zoological Nomenclature for 
similar permission to use the Society’s address as the Publication Office of the 
Commission has also been granted. 


Treasurer’s Report. 


When Mr. Riley was Treasurer in 1940, among other investments he trans- 
ferred £500 from the General Fund as an additional Capital Reserve and added 
that while this was more than the Society could afford, he was convinced that 
it was correct and he was not repentant. In the meanwhile ensuing Treasurers 
have perhaps suffered from a periodical shortage of fluid cash, but his action 
has proved itself right, and his investments have appreciated in value. I hope 
that by the end of the current year this financial stringency will have righted 
itself. Whilst I have been unable to add to our Capital Reserve, I have not 
had to draw on it, which I consider an achievement. 

Brigadier Evans, in presenting the Accounts for 1941, insisted on supplement- 
ing them with a Financial Statement and Balance Sheet of his own preparation, 
and asked any Fellow who might consider this form of Accounts preferable or 
essential to communicate with his successor. Earlier in his report he had 
mentioned that Mr. Sheldon, who was the Society’s most successful Treasurer, 
had told him that the form in which the Accounts are presented is immaterial, 
as no Fellow ever looks at them. This shows the confidence that Mr. Sheldon 
had established in the Society’s Treasurer and may, I hope, be construed as a 
compliment to entomological Treasurers in general. In any case, no Fellow 
has addressed me in the matter and I have consequently been spared mail- 
bags full of correspondence, for which I am truly grateful. 

With these introductory remarks, I present the Annual Accounts to you. 
They have been audited by Messrs. W. B. Keen & Co., who have been our 
Auditors for so many years. The estimates were conservative and our income 
is better than estimated, whilst our expenditure is slightly higher. The Ac- 
counts, in fact, show an excess of income of £96, against £154 estimated. The 
actual result, however, is better for the following reasons :-— 
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Last year, owing to the shortage of funds, only £30 was transferred to 
“ Repairs to Premises ” Fund, to which usually £80 had been assigned. As this 
Fund covers a very actual liability, I hold it to be correct finance first to make 
good last year’s shortcoming of £50, and to add another £80 from this year’s 
General Fund. Therefore I have transferred £130 to the Repairs to Premises 
Fund although no such provision was made in the estimates. Additionally [am 
making good from General Account this year’s disbursements for the Library, 
£35 17s. 8d., and this further reduces my Excess of Income over Expenditure by 
this amount. In other words, if I had not made these bookings, my Excess of 
Income would have been £261. 

Subscriptions have produced £139 more than estimated, Admission Fees 
are £22 more than estimated, Sales of Publications have exceeded estimates by 
£167 and dividends and interest have brought in £33 more than the estimates. 

All expenditure has been most strictly controlled. Office Expenditure is 
£218 below the figure estimated. This is to be chiefly ascribed to the saving 
of our Registrar’s salary as he has been on Government Service since last July. 
The “ gall-fly in the ointment”’ is the cost of publications, which exceeds 
estimates by £440 and this, as you will realise, is due to greatly increased costs, 
both of printing and reproduction. These are still increasing. 

The Society has benefited by certain donations towards our publications 
and by a legacy of £200 from the late Lieutenant D. 8. Wilkinson, R.N.V.R., 
to whom our President referred last year in his Address. Lieutenant Wilkinson 
left us this sum as a contribution towards the cost of publishing his Monograph 
of the genus Apanteles. This work, on the basis of today’s costs, represents 
an outlay of about £600-700. With the permission of the Council and the 
consent of the legatee it is my intention to create a Memorial Fund to which 
Fellows and other friends of Lieutenant Wilkinson may like to subscribe so 
as to press forward with the publication of his work. I shall be very grateful © 
for any contribution, and if the Council permits I will be glad to see that the 
- name of any donor is inscribed, if and when Wilkinson’s work on Apanteles 
is published. 

I would be failing in my capacity as your Treasurer if I did not draw your 
attention to our three great ““ wants ” :— 


1. Assistance in the ever-increasing costs of publications. This does not 
only mean donations, but the help of authors in their capacity as 
authors. If they would avoid additions, alterations and innumerable 
corrections to their original manuscripts, an enormous saving in 
printing costs would result. 

2. Contributions towards Repairs to Premises Fund for the time when this 
necessary work can be taken in hand. 

3. Donations to the Library Fund, so that we have something to fall back 
upon when we are free to acquire foreign books so as to bring our 
magnificent Library up-to-date. Also funds to defray the costs of a 
new Library Catalogue. 


May I express my sincere thanks to our President for so regularly attending 
the meetings of the Finance Committee, to all the members of the Finance | 
Committee for all their help, to our Hon. Secretary as well as to our Registrar 
and Miss Evans for all the great assistance they have given me this year. 
You all know Mr. Micawher’s advice to David Copperfield :—

and so I shall be glad, if at the end of the current year, in times such as these, 
we again have our 6d. in hand and can report “ with happiness ”. 


Committee for the Protection of British Insects. 


At the outbreak of war it was decided that, as most members of the Com- 
mittee were engaged on other work, any matters requiring attention should be 
left in the hands of the Secretary, who would communicate with the members 
by post should occasion arise. Up to November 1942, however, nothing of 
importance arose, and the Secretary was able to deal with all small matters 
personally. The protection of Maculinea arion has been continued but it has 
been impossible for the tenant of the Dizzard Valley to furnish any report. 
It is understood, however, that the farmer has been able to cut some of the 
gorse. 

The colony of Large Copper butterflies Lycaena dispar batavus Oberthur 
continues satisfactorily without artificial assistance, and specimens have been 
observed several miles away from Wood Walton Fen. The species is still 
holding its own at Wicken Fen but the recultivation of Burwell Fen has rather 
reduced its range. 

The Committee has been watching very closely the Post-War Reconstruction 


scheme and on 4th December 1942 a special meeting was called to consider — 


localities of entomological interest which it was thought should be scheduled 
for protection. Fellows interested in various orders were invited to attend 
and a most useful list was compiled. Mr. J. C. F. Fryer, who is on the sub- 
committee appointed by the Conference of Scientific Societies to deal with the 
matter, briefly outlined the objects of this Committee, and will in due course 
lay the proposals before it. 

The Secretary was able to attend two meetings of the Wicken Fen Com- 
mittee of Management in 1941, but pressure of work prevented attendance in 
both 1940 and 1942. 

The Committee continues to keep in touch with both the National Trust and 
the Society for the Promotion of Nature Reserves. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S REMARKS. 


In addressing the Society in the fourth year of the war I feel that it is my first 
duty, and a proud one, to call your attention to our very thriving state. The 
Report of the Council will tell you that we continue to elect a satisfactory 
number of new Fellows, that our meetings are well attended, and our publi- 
cations substantial. 

The war has had many effects on entomologists in Britain. Many who are 
employed on pure science in peace-time are now carrying out intensive work 
on agricultural pests, and in other fields of applied biology. One notices that 
quantitative ecology is being applied to the study of insect pests of crops and 
stored products, and to obtaining food supplies from the foreshore. In warmer 
countries, both in the Forces and in civil life, entomologists are performing 
an important function in the study and control of malaria and of such major 
agricultural pests as locusts: several of those serving as entomologists in the 
Forces have been reported as missing or prisoners of war. In general one 
may say that the entomological and other biological services of the Empire 
are being maintained, or even extended. 

We continue to deplore our isolation from colleagues in many European 
countries, including Russia, but we may hope before long to receive news trom 
entomologists in French North and West Africa. One unexpected effect of the 
war has been to bring men together who would not otherwise meet one another, 
and we believe that American entomologists are meeting British colleagues in 
more than one area. 

I hope that the Society will allow me to express my regret that I have been 
so frequently absent from the presidential chair: the fact that I was engaged 
on entomological work in a war area will be taken as a very good reason for my 
absence. 


Six Fellows and one Honorary Fellow have died during 1942. 

ALEXANDER CUTHBERTSON (elected 1933), was born (1901) and educated 
in Scotland: he was professionally an agricultural entomologist. In 1926 
he took up a post in the Department of Agriculture, Southern Rhodesia. There 
he worked principally on the higher Diptera, especially the Tacntnipak, which 
are parasitic on many insects, including caterpillars, and therefore of great 
economic importance. But he also published valuable work on the biology of 
Diptera of many families, and he had a great general knowledge of Rhodesian 
insects. His loss is keenly felt in southern Africa. (J. ent. Soc. S. Africa 
oe 1D !). 

Gia é Day (elected 1898) of Vancouver, B.C., was a keen member and former 
President of the Entomological Society of British Columbia. eos 

Witiiam R. S. Lapett (elected 1929), born in 1887, spent much of his life 
in tropical countries, working on agricultural science, particularly its chemical 
side. Early in his career he spent several years in South Africa and Malaya, 
where he was employed in the scientific study of rubber cultivation. The 
war of 1914-1918 followed, during which Ladell served in the Ordnance Corps, 
in which he became a Major. He then went to Siam (Thailand), where he spent 
12 years in charge of the Bureau of Agricultural Science; much of his time 
was devoted to problems of rice growing, on which he became a widely recognised 
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authority. While in Siam he became interested in many sides of natural 
history. When therefore he retired from Siam (1934) owing to political changes, 
he found agreeable work in the Entomological Department of the Rothamsted 
Experimental Station. There he remained four years, investigating soil insects, 
and insecticidal methods. Greatly helped by his wide general training, he 
developed new methods of recovering insects from relatively large soil samples, 
the soil being broken up, and the insects and other organic material floated 
to the surface of a heavy solution of salt. This method has led to important 
advances in other hands, and greatly extended our knowledge of the soil fauna. 
Even without recent improvements the method showed that the insects in the 
superficial layers of the soil are often some ten times more numerous than pre- 
vious workers had supposed. (Nature, 12.xu1.1942.) 

Joun Goipinc Myers (elected 1920) was born (1897) in England, and edu- 
cated in New Zealand. After spending five years in the New Zealand Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, investigating a great variety of pests of domestic animals 
and plants, Myers obtained an 1851 Exhibition Scholarship, which took him to 
Harvard in 1924. He had thereafter a most interesting and varied career. 
For a period he worked in Europe, partly for the Imperial Institute of 
Entomology, collecting parasitic insects which might be used to control injurious 
insects (wood wasps, blow-flies) in other parts of the Empire. He found time for 
much else, for instance for work on the systematics of CicaApIDAE, and other 
Rhynchota. From 1928 to 1937 he travelled very widely in the West Indies - 
and Tropical America searching for parasites of insects which attack sugar-cane, 
but interesting himself in many other entomological problems: during this 
period he sent to this Society a paper on “ The nesting together of birds, wasps 
and ants” (1929, Proc. ent. Soc. Lond. 4: 80-88). He also found time to 
interest himself (and others) in some curious Heteroptera in termites’ nests, 
the insect fauna of a rice-ship, midges as pests, ecology of froghoppers, zonation 
of plants on river banks, the life of the mongoose, and many other things. 
In 1937 Myers became economic botanist to the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. Here, 
as in other countries, he displayed an admirable vigour and breadth of interest. 
His friends remember him as a keen restless man, whose spirit seemed much 
stronger than his physique. His wife, interested in sociology and anthropology, 
won the confidence of South American “ Indians ’’, and is still living in a remote 
part of Guiana. (Nature, 11.iv.1942.) 

WILLIAM SCHAUS (born in 1859) was elected Fellow of our Society in 1901, 
and Honorary Fellow in 1940. He was not only one of the older entomologists, 
but he represented a type which is likely to become very rare. He was born 
of a wealthy family, and received a liberal education, partly in France and 
Germany. His father was an art dealer and collector, and though the son 
made up his mind not to enter his father’s business, it may be that he inherited 
the attitude of collecting and appreciating insects and entomological books. 
Be that as it may, he devoted his life and his fortune to the study of American 
Lepidoptera. Schaus made his first collecting trip to Mexico in 1881: this 
was followed by very numerous expeditions, often with John T. Barnes, to many 
parts of the American tropics. He worked with the greatest zeal on systematics, 
describing over 5000 species of butterflies and moths from Central and South 
America, and other parts of the world. The great bulk of his collections, 
to which he frequently added by purchase, was handed to the U.S. National 
Museum: but he was also the generous friend of other American institutions 
and of our own British Museum (Natural History). arly in the present 
century he lived in England, and he was a well-known international figure. 
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He is spoken of as a kindly, generous, hospitable man. (1942, Science 96 : 244; 
1942, Ent. News 58 : 239.) 


I regret that I have no biographical facts relating to two Fellows whose 
death has been reported :— 

O. Wuirraxer of Bridlington, Yorks, elected 1913. ! 

P. GREENWooD of Salisbury, Wilts, elected 1893. 


It is understood that P. H. Simon, elected 1933, has been reported missing 
on active service.
